Art Thayer initiated the project 
several months ago to find a pho- 
tograph of Donald Smith, who 
was killed in Vietnam. A plaque 
honoring Smith is in the current 
court house wall display, but did 
not include his photograph. 

“He was the first Crawford 
County boy lost in Vietnam,” 
Thayer said.

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AuSable Free Clinic nets Blue Cross grant

Coleman, who served as the clin- 
ic director since it opened in 
August 2006, who resigned to 
pursue other career opportunities. 

The AuSable Free Clinic Board 
of Directors also recently hired 
Jessica Sanford, who will serve as 
an administrative assistant per- 
forming clerical duties and help- 
ing access medications. 

“We are glad to have Ms. 
Haffnagle and Ms. Sanford join 
the team and I think they will do 
a good job carrying out our mis- 
sion providing care for people 
who do not have health insur- 
ance,” said Judge Monte 
Burmeister, the president of the 
AuSable Free Clinic Board ‘of 
Directors. “We hope to continue 
to grow and meet the increased 
medical needs of the uninsured in 
the area in a more timely and 
orderly manner, lessening the 
need for emergency room care.” 

The AuSable Free Clinic is 
open on Thursdays for a three- 
hour period. The clinic sees 
between 15 and 20 patients each 
Thursday, Clinic volunteers treat- 
ed their 1,000 patient in August, 
2006 as they celebrated the clin- 
ic’s first-anniversary. 

The clinic; which currently

operates out of the professional 
medical building located at 201 
Meadows Drive, will move to the 
Mercy Hospital campus on June. 
7. 

The clinic will also help obtain 
no or low-cost prescriptions for 
an estimated 1,491 uninsured 
people in Crawford County with 
the Blue Cross grant. [It also 
serves residents in Montmorency, 
Oscoda, Otsego and Roscommon 
counties, 

The clinic will also start to pro- 
vide limited dental care for 
clients. 

“The initial assessment will be 
done at the clinic and we look to 
partner with the différent dentists 
in the area for the care,” 
Burmeister said, 

The disbursment of grants, 
which were given to 32 free 
health care clinics, brings the total 
financial support from the Blue 
Cross Blue Shield of Michigan 
and Blue Care Network to free 
clinics to $3 million since 2005. 

“We are pleased to be working 
collaborative with a volunteer 
organization such as the Free 
Clinics of Michigan,” said Kevin 
Sietz, the executive vice president 
of health care value enhancement

An estimated I.1 million resi- 
dents are uninsured statewide. 

“The need for free medical care 
for our uninsured neighbors is 
greater than ever,” said Joyce 
Hardy, president of the Free 
Clinics of Michigan and manager 
of the Helen 'M. Nickles 
Volunteer Clinic in ‘Essexville. 
“Jobs are being eliminated daily 
across our communities and 
fewer employers ca able to offer 
health insurance.” 

“The increase in minimum 
wage has put many workers in an 
income bracket too high for gov- 
emment insurance, but too low to 
afford a private health insurance 
plan,” Hardy added. “Without 
these grants, many free clinics 
would be forced to discontinue 
SeTVICeS as Costs continue to esca- 
late.” 


County supports lake milfoil treatment

The milfoil gets into the lake 
when boaters bring their boats 
from other lakes and fail to wash 
them off. 

The lake association has treat- 
ed between 15 to 20 acres of iake 
per year to stem the grown of 
eurasian milfoil since 2002. 

Joe Porter, the president of the 
Lake Margrethe Property 
Owners Association, said it 
would cost about $5,200 to treat 
the lake and get a permit from 
the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality for the 
project. 

The county had $4,000 left in 
its environmental fund ear- 
marked for environmental and 
conservation projects for 2007. 

Porter said the lake association 
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has about $13,000 in. its coffers 
to combat invasive species. He 
added that the association is also 
paying engineers to study the 
court-ordered lake levels and 
may also have to pay for a dredg- 
ing project near Portage Creek. 

Porter said that Michigan 
Lakes and Stream Association 
officials have also urged the lake 
association to be prepared to 
combat Hydrilla. Hydrilla is 
considered the most problematic 
aquatic plant in the United 
States that grows dense mats of 
vegetation that interfere with 
recreation and destroy fish and 
wildlife habitat. 

“We are trying to Keep money 
in our budget so we can take care 
of urgent projects as they come 
up,” Porter said. 
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The grant to the lake associa- 
tion will be funneled through 
Grayling Township. 

Grayling Township had bud- 
geted funds for the eurasian mil- 
foil in recent years, but could not 
help with the project this year 
due to budget constraints. 

“] think we’re very fortunate to 
have groups like the Lake 
Margrethe Property Owners 
Association to take projects on 
like this,’ Grayling Township 
Supervisor Terry Wright said. 
“The minute the invasive species 
get out control, the lake will be 
gone and it will not be useable.” 

Camp Grayling, which owns a 
majority of Lake Margrethe lake 
frontage, also budgeted for the 
project in the past, but could not 
help this year, 

Larry Jacobs, an environmen- 
tal specialist in Camp Grayling’s 
environmental office, said mili- 
tary installations can be reim- 
bursed with federal funds ear- 
marked for environmental proj- 
ects, but could not pay for proj- 
ects in advance this year due to 
state budget constraints, 

“Right now, the state is too 
strapped financially to even front 
the money,” Jacobs said. 

Advocating for the lake proj- 
ect, Crawford County 
Commissioner Mike Lange said 
that he believed the county 
should offer some financial sup- 
port to preserve the community’s 
natural resources,

THE WARS IN Iraq and 
Afghanistan continue. These are 
far from traditional wars, in the 
standard military way, but the 
soldiers and other military per- 
sonnel who have been killed are 
just as dead as victims of 
America’s earlier and more tradi- 
tional wars. 

In the non-traditional warfare 
in which America’s military men 
and women continue to be 
involved today, more than 4,000 
American fighting men and 
women have been killed and 
more than 20,000 have been 
wounded. 

Their loved ones know the 
same sort of grief as victims in a 
traditional war. Their children are

orphaned in the same way. The 
injuries of those wounded in 
today’s warfare are just as painful 
and often just as debilitating. 

War is deadly, even non-con- 
ventional war. Death is real. And 
another Memorial Day has rolled 
around.

MEMORIAL DAY, or 
Decoration Day as it was origi- 
nally known, is an American 
invention. It began in the South 
in the 1860s, when a handful of 
southern women decorated the 
graves of soldiers, both 
Confederate and Union, who 
were killed in America’s bloodi- 
est war, our own Civil War. 

The Grand Army of the 
Republic (GAR) dedicated to the 
Union cause in 1868 selected 
May 30 for offictal observance of 
Memorial Day. Across the South, 
different states mark different 
dates for their own individual 
Memorial Days, with several opt- 
ing for June 3, the birth date of 
Jefferson Davis, first president of

This is a day of remembrance. 
This is a day of honor. This is a 
day of thanks. 

“On this Memorial Day, we 
remember, honor, and give thanks 
to those who died in service to this 
nation. Today, we honor all of the 
brave men and women of our 
armed forces who made the ulti- 
mate sacrifice in defense of the 
freedom we hold so dear. 

In his proclamation for the orig- 
inal Memorial Day in 1868, 
General John Logan declared that 
“no vandalism of avarice or 
neglect, [nor] ravages of time 


[should] testify to the present or to 


the coming generations that we 
have forgotten as a people the cost 
of a free and undivided public.” 
Let this day serve as proof that we 
have not forgotten, and let this day 
_ be a promise that we will never 


.. forget. 
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, + ‘Today, we must remember that 


: we are a nation and an Air Force at 
war, Our Airmen have been 
engaged in combat operations for 
more than 15 years, from the 
Persian Gulf War to the present 
conflict in Iraq and Afghanistan. 
More than 3,000 young men and 
women have given their lives tn 
the cause for freedom, and we add 
their names, with great sorrow, to 
the stacks of ledgers that record 
- the names of every lost Soldier, 
| Sailor, Marine, and Airman. 
’ These courageous individuals 
: stood toe to toe with our adver- 
saries, offering themselves as 
shields for America to keep war 
from reaching our front door. 
Each of them knew what their 
duty was, but surely each of them 
also dreamed of coming home to 
the people they loved and the lives 


they cherished. We are forever in 
their debt for putting themselves 
in harm’s way so that we may live 
in, peace; we are in the debt of 
young fighters Itke the Tuskegee 
Airmen who gave their lives in 
World War Il. 

This year also marks the 65th 
Anniversary of the raid on Japan 
during World War II by the 
Doolittle Raiders. At a time when 
America’s morale had slumped 
from numerous Japanese success- 
es, the brilliant strike by these 
men boosted American morale 
and served as a critical turning 
point in the war. The Doolittle 
Raiders attacked Japan knowing 
they would not have enough fuel 
to return to their designated air- 
fields. One by one, they ditched at 
sea, bailed out, or crash-Janded in 
China, Though most safely 
reached friendly forces with the 
help of the Chinese, several lost 
their lives that day. 

Stories like those of the fallen 
Tuskegee Airmen and Doolittle 
Raiders fill the annals of military 
history. Some of these stories are 
well known, and others are known 
only to those who served along 
side them. These stories are testi- 
mony to the courage, profession- 
alism, and sheer determination 
with which our men and women 
carry out their duties, 

Today, we are faced with the 
grim reality that the number of 
fatalities in the War on Terror has 
surpassed that of the September 
lith attacks. But our mission 
remains steadfast: supporting the 
Iraqi people and their armed 
forces in their battle with insur- 
gents, so that a free and stable 
government can take root and sur- 
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vive, 
Every loss is a loss to our 
nation, a loss to our military, and, 


most, importantly, a loss to the 


families who grieve. As we gath- 
er to honor the memories of the 
fallen, a piece of us struggles to 
understand the meaning of such 
sacrifice and loss, But when we 
look up and see our flag, our ban- 
ner of freedom, soaring high; 
when we see our children playing 
innocently in the streets; practice 
the faith of our choice; when we 
head to the polls without threat of 
violence and take part in the 
democratic process; when we 
exercise any of the freedoms we 


possess, we are reminded of that 


meaning. 

We are not able to return each 
of the fallen to their families or 
erase the pain their loved ones 
suffer. We can only show our 
gratitude and hope that the 
anguish of these families is tem- 
pered by the knowledge that their 
loved ones died for a noble cause. 
Today, we say, “Thank you,” to 
families like that of Major Troy 
Gilbert. 

Major Troy Gilbert’s life epito- 
mized the core values of “Service 
before self” On the day he died, 
Major Gilbert led a flight of two 
F-16s in an aerial combat mission 
near Taji, Iraq. On the ground, 
insurgents were unleashing truck- 
mounted heavy machine guns, 
rocket-propelled grenades, small. 
arms fire and mortars to attack 
coalition troops. In addition, a 
downed Army helicopter crew 
was in danger of being overrun. 
Engaging the enemy meant cer- 
tain anti-aircraft fire for Major 
Gilbert, but despite the danger, he 
went after the insurgents. 

Despite enemy fire, Major 
Gilbert continued to press the 
insurgents with a strafing pass at 
extreme low-level to help save the 
lives of the helicopter crew and 
other ground forces, He lost his 
life on that strafing pass when his 
aircraft hit the ground, 

Our men and women in uniform 
are our most powerful line of 
defense in the current conflict 
against terrorists and extremists. 
It is our responsibility to make 
sure that those that do not return 
are not forgotten. 

On this Memorial Day, at 3 
p.m., wherever you are, be sure to 
pause and participate in the 
National Moment of 
Remembrance established by 
Congress. This is a moment 
reflection and an opportunity to 
demonstrate your gratitude for.

This doctrinal summary of jus- 
tification started in Romans 5:12: 
“12Wherefore, as by one man sin 
entered into the world, and death 
by sin; and so death passed upon 
all men, for that all have sinned.” 
Then in verses 13,14 we were 
taught that the universality of sin 
‘and death is because all have 
sinned in Adam. Then in verses 
15-17 we studied the contrasting 
analogy between the fall of Adam 
and justification through Jesus 
Christ. In verse 15 Adam's 
offense and death are contrasted 
with God's free gift of grace 
through Jesus Christ, In verse 16 
Adam's sin, judgment, and con- 
demnation are contrasted with 
God’s free gift of justification 
assuring forgiveness of both the 
sin of Adam and our own many 
offenses. In verse 17 Adarn lost 
his reign on earth to sin and death 
in contrast to those who receive 
Gad’s grace and gift of righteaus- 
ness to reign in life only by Jesus 
Christ. 

Now in verses [8 and 19 the 
subject returns to the original 
theme of Romans — 5:12, 
“)8Therefore as by the offense of 
one judgment came upon all men 
to condemnation; even so by the 
righteousness of one the free gift

came upon all men unto justifica- 
tion of life. “19For as by one 
man’s disobedience many were 
made sinners, so by the obedience 
of one shall many be made right- 
cous.” 

Just as Adam was the federal 
head of the human race who by 
his sin, Judgment, condemnation 
and death placed these imputed 
evils upon us, even so, the right- 
cousness of Jesus Christ is imput- 
ed to all who are justified by 
receiving God’s gift of salvation 
through faith in the finished work 
of Jesus Christ. 

As we are told in 1 Cor, 15:22: 
22For as in Adam all die, even so 
in Christ shall all be made alive.” 
All of us were born in the flesh 
and therefore were born in Adam 
facing death. All who are born- 
again through faith in Jesus Christ 
now possess eternal life. As 
Jesus said in John 8:24: “1 said 
therefore unto you, that ye shall 
die in your sins: for if ye believe 
not that Iam he, ye shall die in 
your sins.”

5:21). “ 30But of 
him are ye in Christ Jesus, who of 
God is made unto us wisdom, and 
righteousness, and sanctification, 
and redemption.” (1 Cor. 1:30), 
“J2Neither is there salvation in 
any other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved.”

The Smith family maintained 
their home in the community. 

“We were up there almost 
every weekend and holiday, and 
that was our getaway from 
Detroit,” Doan said. 

Donald Smith graduated from 
Hazel Park Schools.

Andre and Litzner win 
-Mad Rush adventure race

Although this might come as a 


surprise to some area residents, - 


there are many people who asso- 
ciated Crawford County with the 
word “adventure.” This list most 
likely includes anyone who par- 
ticipated in the Moosejaw 
Solomon Mad Rush on May 12, 


which saw 25 teams of adventur- . 


ers completing a trek across 
Crawford and Kalkaska County 
on foot, bike and canoe starting 
at Hanson Hills. 

“Fhe course proved to be 
tough,” said race organizer Chad 
Swander. He and his partner, 
Jim Laurent, run River Rats 
Adventure Racing, the organiza- 
tion that hosted the event. 

Racers covered approximately 
60 miles, depending on the qual- 
ity of their navigatienal skills. 
The entire race is completed ina 


single: day, with this: year’s win-: 
ning team finishing: in just:nine.;. 


hours and 33 minutes. No won- 
der it’s called a “mad rush,’ 


especially when the race condi- 
tions are taken into considera- 
tion. 

“The sand was brutal,” said 
Swander, referring to the moun- 
tain biking segment of the 
course. Nothing in adventure 
racing: is easy. Racers must 
trudge through swamps, bike 
uphill through sand and navigate 
seemingly endless expanses of 
trees with pinpoint precision- all 
with few or no stops to rest. At 
least this year’s batch of adven- 
turers had one element working 
in their favor. 

“The weather conditions were 


perfect,” said Swander. 
Participants were greeted will 
clear skies and cool air. 


Although local weather patterns 
were willing to give racers a 
break, Swander offered no com- 
promises. 

“Great paddling legs and 


i'ftough: courses ‘are''kind' of: our 


benchmarks: that we've set::for — 
ourselves,” said Swander. 

At the end of the day, team 
NMET, featuring Justin Andre 
and Aaron Litzner, were the first 
overall finishers. The key to 
their success was no secret. 
_“They’re just fast. They have 
more speed than any adventure 
racing team I’ve seen around,” 
said Swander. 

Andre’s team has become 
something of a dynasty, manag- 
ing to sweeping wins in adven- 
ture races throughout the state. 
Nonetheless, Andre admits that 
even his team isn’t perfect. 

“This was one of the first races 
where we hadn’t made a mistake 
right off the bat,” said Andre. 

Although it’s easy to assume 
that racing in their home county 
helped Andre’s team, he said that 
careful navigation was still nec- 
essary in the seemingly familiar 
woods. 

“Sometimes it plays a disad- 
vanlage...you’re too confident,” 
said Andre. 

On the other hand, Andre said 
that taking an early lead in the 
race helped his team to keep 
their focus. 

“Aaron and [ were prétty 


relaxed the whole race because: 


we weren't coming from 
behind,” said Andre. 


Andre’s advice to other adven- 


turers is to focus on one’s own 
personal strength, not racing - 
gear, 

“A lot of people, you know, 
they have $500 kayak paddles 
and never use ‘em...it’s not the 
equipment.” 

NMET finished 45 minutes 
ahead of the second place team, 
4 Seasons, which included racers 
Cooper and Michelle Green. 
Such an impressive lead sug- 
gests the possibility that Andre 
and Litzner may look to domi- 
nate the sport in much the same 
way that Kolka and Corbin dom- 
inated the canoeing world, 
although Swander suggested that 
such a scenario is somewhat 
unlikely. 

“Adventure racing has so 
many unknowns in it,’ said 
Swander. 

Nonetheless, he added that it 
will not be easy to topple | the 
current kings of the adventure 
“circuit! oo 

“With every race they do, they 
learn more and become 
stronger...it’s going to take 
somebody working their butt off 
to catch them at this point.” 

Andre and Litzner are sure to 
face plenty of stiff competition 
in the coming races, however, as 
the sport is attracting new adven- 
turers all the time. 

“The popularity of the race is 
increasing...at a pretty incredible 
pace compared to most other 
sports,” said Swander. 

Even more impressively, the 
Grayling area is quickly estab- 
lishing itself as a mecca for 
adventure racing. 

“We probably have one of the 
largest concentrations of top 
quality adventure racers per 
capita of anywhere in the state,” 
said Swander. 

“We're starting to get a reputa- 
tion for producing some pretty 
good adventure racers.” 

As the number of adventurers 
grows, the number of-events held 
each year increases as well, The 
Mad Rush was already the sev- - 
enth rgce of the year in 
Michigan.

According to Gregorich, the 
number one rule for dealing 
with morels is simple: “When 
in doubt, don’t eat.”

There are excep- 
tions to this rule- Gregorich 
said that morels will sprout in 
April if the weather is really 
warm. It should be the tail end 
of the season when this goes .

should still be possible to oe 
the last mushrooms of the year. 

Now, the next question ‘to 
answer is where to start. 

“Focus your eyes at the base 
of the poplar trees and the ash 
trees,” said Gregorich. 

Morels tend to grow in cool, 
wet environments, with the kind 
of area Gregorich mentioned 
serving as the best bet for start- 
ing your search. Nonetheless, 
morels do not grow exclusively 
among deciduous trees. 

“Morels do grow, in pine, so 
don’t exclude them from your 
travels,’ said Gregorich. 

Another helpful tip is to 
recruit an accomplice who is 
well equipped for the search. 

“Morels are very hard to see 
and kids are shorter, so they’re 
closer to the ground,” said 
Gregorich. 

There is no wrong way to 
pick the mushroom, but leaving 
part of the stalk in the ground 
might help other morels sprout, 
perhaps even in the same sea- 
son.

The Avalanche knows the 
pain of defeat firsthand, as our 
hour Jong trek through the 
woods did not yield a single 
mushroom. 

If, on the other hand, you 
score big, it is definitely time to 
congratulate yourself. The only 
thing more impressive than 
finding a lot of mofels is finding 
one giant morel. Although most 
morels are no bigger than about 
two inches in length, a handful 
of lucky residents have found 
morels in Crawford County that 
are over 10 inches long. 

You have a very valuable 
prize, since many gourmet 
chefs will pay good money for 
Michigan morels. If you decide 
to eat the mushrooms yourself, 
don’t forget that you must be 
certain you are not eating a 
false morel. Any mushroom 
that looks damaged or question- 
able in any way should be 
rejected. 

Also, beware that anyone can 
have an unexpected food aller- 
gy, even if the food is safe for 
most people. For this reason, it 
is wise to pace yourself when 
ealing a new mushroom species

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Another Man’s Treasure to 


open alongside Dharma Music

In the year 2007, the music 

industry is a tough place to try to 
Make a profit. With plummeting 
album sales and the proliferation 
cof online shops that sell instru- 
‘ments at a hair above their manu- 
facturing cost, many small retail 
music stores have had to close 
heir doors. 
i “The big ticket items, every- 
ibody’ s buying (them) online or 
going to Guitar Center,’ said Al 
‘Bondar, who runs Dharma Music 
with his partner, 
Chamberlin. They are deter- 
mined to keep music in Grayling, 
despite tough industry condi- 
tions. 

They have enacted a dramatic 
reorganization of their store, 
which will now include both the 
music store and a consignment 
shop called “Another Man’s 
Treasure.” 

“The retail shop is going to 
allow the music store to stay 
open,” said Chamberlin. 

“T don’t want to close the 
music store,..we have a bunch of 
students that depend on us.” 

Until now, the owners of 
Dharma Music simply had no 
way of making the store viable. 

“If it wasn’t for the studio and 
us performing, this would have 
been gone awhile ago,” said 
Bondar, . 

The idea to open a consign-

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ment shop came when someone 


offered to trade some genuine 
bamboo fishing equipment for a 
guitar he had on layaway. 
Knowing the fishing gear was 
valuable, Bondar agreed to the 
trade. 

Shortly thereafter, someone 
spotted the fishing gear in the 
store and made Bondar an offer. 
This helped lead Bondar and 
Chamberlin to decide that they 
had the opportunity to make their 
storefront much more profitable 
if they were to try something 
entirely new. 

“The reason I want to branch 
out to retail is because I’ve got a 
great shop here,” said 
Chamberlin. 

“The retail shop will ecbanly 
occupy the largest part of the 
store.” 

Another Man’s Treasure, 
which will be fully open on June 
1, will sell retail items of all 
kinds, from video games to baby 
clothes. Chamberlin says they 
will only be selling quality new 
or slightly used items. 

“} think it’s gonna be a really 
successful thing,” said Bondar. 

Consignment charges will start 
at 20%, which is a very competi- 
tive price for people who are 
looking to find a storefront to sell 
their new or slightly used retail 
items. : 

Perhaps most importantly, 
Bondar and Chamberlin believe 


that Another Man’s Treasure will 
be the key to keeping Dharma 
Music alive. 

“We're not going anywhere,” 
said Chamberlin. 

Although the music store will 
be reduced significantly both in 
size and inventory, the most pop- 
ular items such as guitar strings 
and-other supplies will remain in 
stock. Any items that are not 
available on hand can be special 
ordered. 

“I might not have it in stock 
today, but I'll have it tomorrow,” 
said Chamberlin. 

Although Dharma Music has 
been Grayling’s only connection 
for music gear since it opened six 


years ago, it has recently become 


impossible to turn a profit. 

Bondar estimates that they 
have lost up to 60% of their cus- 
tomer base to online sales. He 
contends that popular online 
retailers like 
MusiciansFriend.com employ 
semi-legal sales practices to 
shirk the minimum retail prices 
set by manufacturers. As a 
result, the price of music gear has 
been driven to the floor. 

“People are marking (instru- 
ments) to two percent above cost 
just to make the sale,” said 
Chamberlin. 

Although this may look like 
good news for the consumer, it 
means that the quality of both 
equipment and service is plum-

And repairs or other support 
services are completely out of 
the question, 

“We offer service here. You 
start buying from big box stores, 
you don’t get that,” said Bondar. 

Consequentially, a beginning 
player who makes an uninformed 
purchase ts likely to get a shoddy 
instrument which could end up 
ruining that player’s chances to 
succeed musically: 

“It’s just not fair,” said Bondar. 

The good news is that the addi- 
tional income from Another 
Man’s Treasure should allow 
Dharma Music to stay afloat 
without being in direct competi- 
tion with the industry giants. 

And since general retail stores 
are much simpler to manage than 
specialty music stores, Bondar 
and Chamberlin plan to more 
fully devote their talents to 
events like the AuSable River 
Festival. 

“It ll free up our time so we 
can become more involved,” said 
Chamberlin.

Teams compete in AuSable Spring Trials 


It took two teams, last week-. 
end, Jess than 24 hours to paddle 
canoes the 126 miles from 
Grayling to Oscoda - half-way 
across the Lower Peninsula. 

Teams of six paddlers had 
pushed, paddled and pulled two 
recreation canoes over Six 
portages and 126 miles of river. 
Each pair of paddlers covered 
equal shares of the river through 
the day and night. The canoes, 
standard 18 foot aluminum 
recreational canoes, were 
equipped with lights for night- 
lime paddling and foot braces. 

The Oscoda paddlers included 
Chris Rudolph, Marie Matthews, 
Kari Wainwright, Sarah Jenkot 
and Rod Matthews. Guest pad- 
dling spots were filled by Jeff 
Mertz, Ted Matthews and Dan 
Gary. 

The Grayling paddlers includ- 
ed Stacey Fifield, Fred Fisher 
Ili, Wayne Koppa, Pete Kocefas, 
Rob Read and Jim Laurent. 

The AuSable River winds 
itself between Grayling and 
Oscoda with six hydro-electric 
dams that require portages of 50 
to 100 ‘yards that include severe 
elevation changes. The dams 
produce lake size backwaters 
that create navigational chal- 
lenges. Paddling from Grayling 
to Oscoda under any conditions 
is a challenge, but to do it 
through the night, non-stop ecasi- 
ly ranks as a first-class adven- 
ture. 

The two teams lined up for a 3 
p.m. start on Saturday in down- 
town Grayling. A threat of thun- 
derstorms was on everyone’s 
minds as last years event includ- 
ed rain, high winds and sleet. 
Hopes were for better weather 
this year. Additionally, the 


Grayling paddlers were looking 
to settle the score with Oscoda 
after being beaten last year for 


‘the fastest finish time by 
Oscoda. 
The river was divided into 


nine stages. 

The first paddlers arrived at 
Wakeley Bridge in 2 hours and 
53 minutes. First time event 
Grayling paddler Stacey Fifield 
was paited up with Fred Fisher 
Ili on the first of her three stages. 
Fred would disappear for a few 
hours to attend daughter Anna’s 
dance recital and return with hot 
pizza for later stages. Stacey 
would go on to do a night stage 
and bring the Grayling boat to 
the finish line. Paddlers experi- 
enced light rain but nothing like 
last year. 

During the second’ stage two 
men from Grayling, Pete 
Kocefas and Wayne Koppa, were 
matched up with Christine 


Rudolph and Marie Matthews of 


Oscoda for one of the longer 
stages - 18 miles, 

“The ladies took off and there 
was nothing we could do about it 
for the first 14 miles,” Kocefas 
said, “We finally passed them 
and they passed us right back 
and much of the time was spent 
just a-few yards apart. They 
made a small mistake and we got 
by them and fortunately, 
Parmatee Bridge came up just in 
time.” 

The first portage would take 
place at the Mio Dam. The first 
canoe arrived in 7 hours and 39 
minutes at 10:39 p.m. The 
Grayling team was 15 minutes 
back. 

During the long hours of the 
night the skies never cleared,but 
nothing other than a mist devel-
